The majority of 
injuries are caused by falls, 
contact with motor vehicles, 
burns and collected treats. 
Madison County SAFE KIDS 
recommends that every par- 
ent and child know some key 
safety lips. 

At night, children may 
find it hard to walk safely 
with blinding masks and 
cumbersome costumes. 

Some of the following tips 
may prevent fall-related.~ 
injuries. Face paint should 
be applied directly to the 
child's face. If the costume 
has a mask, parents should 
must sure it is secured and 
eyeholes large enough for 
full vision. Trick-or-treaters 
should have flashlights. 


Parents need to teach chil- 
dren not to cut across yards 
Tell children to stay on the 
sidewalk at all times. 

Children are often excited 
about trying to visit as many 
houses as possible and they 
may often dart between 
parked and on-coming cars 

Madison County offers 
even more important tips 
before the children leave the 
house. 

Parents should decorate 
costumes and goodie bags 
with retro-reflective tape to 
help motorists see the chil- 
dren, or use costumes that 
are bright enough to make 
them more visible at night.

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Patrick Quinn has a passel of new legislative ideas

Coming soon to a location 
near you: Patrick Quinn 

Yes, the gadfly political 
activist is back traveling the 
state, promoting yet another 
idea he says will improve 
democracy and make the 
world a better place. 

If implemented, which is 
highly uncertain, Quinn’s ideas 
could radically change Illinois 
government. Two of three 
would add powerful new elect- 
ed positions to the state and 
the third would import one of 
he least attractive elements 

f ornia politics. The 











Adding a super member to 
ach chamber of the Legisla- 
super member would 
anging subpoena 
and -would-have-the 

ty to order the House 








and Senate to vote on whatev. 
er idea he or she likes regard- 
less of whether it is ready 
Investing subpoena power in 
one person would create a 
class of politicians free to 
compel people to appear at 
whim and to bring any and all 
of their records 

An elected Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. The idea 
might sound good to some. The 
inevitable result would be 
campaigns that feature candi- 
dates on one side who receive 
mountains of campaign contri- 
butions from the utility indus 
try and on the other side who 
act as shameless demagogues 
promising cheap electricity 

Currently, members of the 
panel that oversees utilities 
are appointed. They act like a 
court in considering evidence 
and have expertise in such 
areas as ulility law, economics 








and government regulation 

The ability to tell the 
House and Senate what legisla- 
tion to vote on if people sign a 
petition 

The petition could even be 
signed via the Internet, not a 
medium with a strong reputa- 
tion for security and accuracy. 
Not only that, but there would 
be only 30 days to determine 
the validity of the supposed 
petition signatures. 

Making law by petition 
drives opens the door to the 
kind of chaos experienced by 
California voters who consis 
tently must wade through a 
bewildering array of proposi- 
tions on the ballot. In Califor- 
nia, paid petition passers from 
speciai interest groups often 
get misleading or self-serving 
propositions on the ballot, and 
the result is-often- badtaw 
determined by who spent the 











most money on television 
advertising 

Quinn, naturally puts a pos- 
itive spin on the proposals, 
asserting they are a way to 
make government work better 
for average folks 

PROSPECTS 

Quinn says his objective is 
to get the proposals on the bal- 
lot in the fall of 2000. 

Assuming he can gather all 
the necessary petition signa- 
tures, it is unclear if so many 
proposed amendments could 
all be placed on the ballot 

Also, state allows only nar- 
row questions to be put on the 
ballot by petition drive. To get 
a proposed constitutional 
amendment on the ballot, it 
must affect the structure and 
procedure of the Legislature. 
Asked about this requirement, 
Quinn -has the thinnest of reeds 
on which to base his case: the 


Legislature makes law-govern- 
ing utilities, and Quinn said 
that would be sufficient for his 
idea to pass muster. We'll see 
what the Illinois Supreme 
Court thinks. 

THE Q FACTOR 

Quinn himself adds an 
interesting element. 

He has a knack for coming 
up with ideas that seem to 
have populist appeal, generat- 
ing publicity for his ideas (and 
himself), and sometimes suc- 
ceeding. This was especially 
true in the early 1980s, when 
he spearheaded the effort that 
resulted in reducing the size of 
the Ilinois House. 

He has been less successful 
recently. 

Though he managed to get 
elected to two offices (Cook 
County Board of Tax Appeals 
and one term as state treasur- 


er), his more recent petition 








IDEA’s time for school has arrived

As our children went back 
to school this fall, concerns 
about their safety were at the 
fore. Twenty years ago, dis- 
cussions over whether to 
require metal detectors or 
armed guards at school would 
have seemed absurd. Now 
they are commonplace. This is 
an unnerving development and 
seems unnatural. We should 
be discussing the skills our 
children are gaining at school, 
not whether or not they will be 
subject to violent behavior in 
the classroom 

Violence in schools is an 
unfortunate fact of life, but 
there are things we can do 
about it, 

Parents, naturally, must 
bear the primary responsibili 
ty for the behavior of their 
minor children 

That said, we need to make 
sure that federal laws don't 
make it impossible for school 
officials to administer disci- 
pline. 

As I have traveled, teach 
rs have told me time and 
again that they know who the 
problem kids are, but laws 
like the Individuals with Dis- 
abilities Education Act tie 
their hands. IDEA makes it 






























difficult for school administra- 
tors to remove violent and dis- 
ruptive children from the 
classroom. For instance, prior 
to changes made two years” - 
ago, the law prohibited schools 
receiving IDEA federal assis- 
tance from removing a behav- 
ior-disordered child from the 
classroom for more than 10 
days, even if he or she became 
violent, committed a crime, or 
threatened other children 

The goal of IDEA is to pre 
serve the rights of students 
with disabilities, and through 
this legislation tremendous 
improvements have been 
made in the lives of millions of 
children with disabilities, pro- 
viding them with a full array 
of outstanding educational 
services. 

Removing violent children 
from the classroom is impera- 
tive. 

A quality education 
demands discipline and stan 
dards of conduct, because a 
child cannot learn in chaos. 

That's why I supported Sen 
ator Ashcroft's IDEA reform 
legislation, which will permit 
schools to remove violent stu- 
dents from the classroom 
when they bring a gun to 
school. % 

Similarly, we must give the 

















juvenile courts better tools to 
use in keeping track of violent 
youths. Something else we can 
do, which seems rather sim 
ple, is to teach children to 
read. There is a connection 
between illiteracy and juvenile 
crime. In fact, juvenile law 
enforcement officers have told 
me that illiteracy is the most 
common factor in juvenile 
delinquency 








For those children who fall 
behind in the early grades, we 
can provide a boost with pro 
grams like America Reads 
Run by the National Service 
Corporation, this program pro 
vides volunteers to tutor young 
children who are behind in 
reading development after 
school, on weekends, and dur 
ing the summer to help them 








~ catch up by the third grade. 


As they head for school 
each morning, our children 
need the best efforts of their 
parents, their schools and the 
criminal justice system to 
keep them safe

Purpose of 
early intervention 
TO THE EDITOR 
Being the parent of a child 
with disabilities, I'd like to 
talk about the positive results 
of Early Intervention. Before 
my son Chris arrived, I 
thought about what his future 
might hold, preschool soccer 
and bike riding, all the things 
kids normally do. These plans 
changed after he was diag- 
nosed with cerebral palsy 
Many children with a delay 
need to begin their education 
earlier than children who do 
have social needs. They may 
need services such as physical 
therapy to help them to roll, 
crawl or walk. A speech thera- 
pist could help with any con- 
cerns with talking. There are 
16 services offered through 
Early Intervention. 
Furthermore, when a child 
has special needs the whole 
family can benefit from a pro- 
gram that provides support 
and guidance as they learn 
ways to work with their child 
This is an important part of 
the Early Intervention system. 
Early Intervention can 
begin as early as birth and 
continue through age 3. At no 
other stage of life can more be 
accomplished in your child's 
life. The Early Intervention 
program can help families 
deal with some of the feelings 
they may have after finding 
out their child has a delay. 
The staff can help you learn 
how to make caring for your 
;child easier and more fun. 
Early Intervention helped me 
“to focus on what my child 
-could do rather than on what 
“he couldn't do. 
Sometimes if services begin 
early, a child may only nee 
iservices for a short time. If 
2services are needed beyond 
*age 3 the ongoing service coor- 
-dinator will help the family 


transition to the next program. 
Early Intervention is a family 
centered program. This pro- 
gram is designed“around what 
you as a parent feel is the best 
for your child and family. 

The Early Intervention pro- 
gram that we were in did all 
the things I mentioned and 
more. One of the things that I 
learned from the child devel- 
opment specialist was to 
always remember to treat my 
son as a child first and then 
concentrate on his special 
needs. That statement was 
something that made a big dif- 
ference in our lives. These 
kinds of things are what Early 
Intervention is all about.

The General 
Accounting Office determined 
that the FCC has illegally 
established three nonprofit 
corporations to oversee the 
program's responsibilities for 
doling out E-Rate tax revenues 
and allowing bureaucrats to 
set tax rates, limits which are 
normally imposed by govern- 
ment agencies. 

Now this unfair program 
has added another illegal tax, 
aptly called the "Gore tax” 
because Al Gore is:its biggest 
cheerleader.

There is no limit to how much 
it can cost in coming years 
The FCC began this summer 
with a 73 percent increase of 
the E-Rate paid by consumers 
of telephone service. Can you 
imagine what a want-list of 
high-té¢h equipment schools 
and libraries would put togeth- 
er for federal government 
funding under this program? 
Estimates are that this 
"mandatory contribution" will 
cost the taxpayers between $10 
billion over the next four 
years. Every American house- 
hold will be squeezed to pay 
for this ridiculous feel-good 
program. 

To further rub salt into our 
tax wounds, FCC took deliber- 
ate steps to block phone com- 
panies from using identifying 
words such as "FCC", federal", 
"required" or "mandated" in 
their itemized bills to their 
customers.

Is the FCC now 
violating the "freedom of 
speech" provision of the Bill of 
Rights? 

But there is a light at the 
end of the tunnel. Rep. Tancre- 
do of Colorado has introduced 
a bill, H.R. 692, to terminate 
the unconstitutional Gore tax 
immediately. Please contact 
your representatives and-urge 
them to support H.R. 692.

The hepatitis A-scare has- 
n't quieted since the inci- 
dents at Caseyville's 
Hardees and the St. Louis 
Hard Rock Cafe between 
Sept. 13 and Oct. 9, when 
kitchen employees worked 
while unknowingly suffered 
from the disease. Earlic 
this week, another hepatitis 
A scare popped up at M.P. 
O'Reily's in St. Louis, where 
a bartender has contracted 
the illr 

Madison County officials 
want restaurant owners to 
know that low-cost immu- 
nizations are available on 
walk-in basis several day 
week for those who have a 
need. 

"Hepatitis A is spread 
through fecal and oral trans- 
mission," said Debra 
Tscheschlok, personal health 
services manager for 
Madison County. "There is a 
hepatitis A vaccine and we 
are offering it through the

Appointments are not 
required to get a hepatitis A 
immunization from Madison 
County. Individuals may 
come to the clinic on 
Mondays from 2 to 5:30 
p.nts, on Tuesdays from 9 to 
11:30 a.m. or 1 to 4:30 p.m., 
or on Wednesdays from 1 to 
4:30 p.m 

Those actually exposed to 
hepatitis A can receive an 
injection of immuglobin, a 
shot that minimizes the 
symptoms yet does not pro- 
vide long-term protection, 
Corona said

At the monthly MCT 
Board meeting Wednesday, 
Managing Director Jerry 
Kane said the center, the 
second of five planned for 
the county; that-a grand 
opening ceremony will be 
delayed because of the 
Thanksgiving. 

However, he said that 
they plan to start-bus serv- 
ice from the center as soon 
as possible 

The board also approved 
several resolutions relating 
to capital projects planned 
by MCT 

A resolution to approve a 
contract grant agreement 


with the Illinois Department 
of Transportation for the 
construction of the 
Collinsville Transit Center 
was approved by board 
members 

That center is expected 
to be located at the intersec- 
tion of Clay and Clinton 
streets, but Kane said the 
sale of the property has not 
been finalized 

One problem is that the 
property was a bank park 
ing lot, and because of bank 
mergers it has switched 
hands several times 

The cost of the project is 
estimated at about $2-mil- 
lion. The agreement will 
allow MCT to obtain a 
$400,000 grant for the local 
matching funds, with the 
remainder coming from the 
federal government 

The board also approved 
two resolutions dealing with 
agreements with the Illinois 
Department of Natural 
Resources 

The first agreement will 
allow MCT to use a $200,000 














grant as part of the local 
match for the first phase of 
the $5 million Confluence 
Bikeway. Construction is 
expected to begin on 
sarly next year

Weather bureau looking for storm spotters 
SKYWARN classes offered to provide tips to alert residents

The National Weather 
Service Bureau in St. Louis 


has some 


of the 
most 


re sophisti- 


cated radar and computer 
equipment in the nation, but 
it isn't enough. - 

The weather service 
would need to install radar 
every 20 feet to get exact 
storm information for every 
community, said Jim 
Kramper, storm warning 
coordination meteorologist 
for much of eastern Missouri 
and southern Illinois. 

And at $3 million or $4 
million a pop, that isn't 
going to happen," Kramper 
Said 

Instead, the weather serv- 
ice relies on storm spotters 
to call the bureau (1-800-852- 
7497) about such severe

It's unlikely 
Gallup would even have a the- 
ater -- and if it did, you hope it 
wouldn't show "Bats."

It didn't make the head- 
lines - David Letterman sel- 
dom does these days — but the 
Emmy that the "Late Show" 
won last month was welcome 
confirmation that some people 
whose opinions matter are 
still watching. 

"The nice thing," joked 
"Late Show" executive produc- 
er Rob Burnett, "is that CBS 
comes around with a big bar- 
rel of cash and everyone takes 
what they want. It's sweet. 
Very, very sweet." 

In fresh comedy and 
awards, Letterman is still 
competitive with his late-night 
rival, NBC's Jay Leno, Among 
viewers, though, it's been no 
contest. 

Letterman beat Leno in the 
ratings for a while after NBC 
chose Leno in 1993 as Johnny 
Carson's successor on the 
"Tonight Show." But Leno soon 
eclipsed him and his lead 
steadily widened. 

Letterman's average night- 
ly audience of 3.6 million peo- 
ple this year is less than half 
what it was just five years ago 
— an eye-popping decline ever 
in an era where networks 
expect diminishing viewer- 
ship. 

Lately, there are signs that 
Letterman's slide may have 
bottomed out. 

These are not easy num- 
bers to watch if you're 
Burnett, who started as an 
intern in 1985 and worked his 
way up to executive producer 
by 1996. (Presumably they're 
not easy for Letterman, 
either, but he's not talking), 

Burnett will never see the 
ratings as proof that Leno 
puts on a better show, though 
maybe it's pleasing to more 
people. Jay's blander style of 
comedy may simply play bet- 
ter than Dave's sarcasm at a 
time many people would 
rather be touched by an angel 
than by someone mean, 

"Dave continues to do inno- 
vative and interesting televi- 
sion that for many people is 
their cup of tea," said Warren 
Littlefield, NBC's top enter- 
tainment executive when 
Carson retired. "I bet on Jay 
because I believed he ulti- 
mately would be embraced by 
a larger number of people and

A Close look at the numbers 
reveals that Letterman has 
lost most of his audience not 
to Leno, but to "Seinfeld," 
"Frasier" and"Friends," 

Many independent stations 
that never used to compete 
aggressively late at night are 
now airing reruns of the popu 
lar sitcoms, In dozens of mar- 
kets, Letterman is being 
whipped by these reruns, chief 
CBS researcher David 
Poltrack said. (Leno's ratings 
rose through 1997, but have 
fallen back to the level they 
Were five years ago, 

Bashing CBS sounds like a 
combination of sour grapes 
and disloyalty, but Burnett 
believes the network handi 
caps Letterman. 

During the past few years, 
CBS hasn't had a strong line- 
up of 10 p.m. shows. That, 
combined with weak 11 p.m. 
local news in many markets, 
means fewer people are 
watching CBS leading up to 
Letterman's show, and more 
are watching NBC. The aver- 
age CBS audience is also 
older, and less likely to appre- 
ciate Letterman's comedy. 

"It really is like giving 
Someone a 60-yard head start 
in a 100-yard dash," he said. 

Burnett chooses his words 
carefully when asked if 
Letterman's team regretted 
the move to CBS, 

"We clearly don't fit in with 
CBS," he said. "The audience 
that CBS is programming to is 
a completely different audi- 
ence than we program to. I 
believe if Dave had gotten the 
"Tonight Show" on NBC, then
